DEFAILS (GF THE DAY. 


How It Was Spent by the Heads of the New 
Xs Administration. 

Washington, March 3.—Those residents 
of Washington who have faith in Mr. 
Cleveland’s ability to bring sunshine at 
will, were sorely puzzled this morning to 
explain the sudden and unfavorable change 
in the weather. Yesterday whs all but an 
ideal spring day. The sun shone brightly 
and the air was just cool enough to make 
walking thoroughly enjoyable. . But the 
early risers this morning saw the changed 
condition of things. The sun was obscured 
by rain-laden clouds, and the indicatiggs 
were that the day would prove quite 
disagreéable as yesterday was beautiful. 
The superstitious explained the unfavorable 
change by saying that this was the last day 
of “Harrison weather,” and that the presi- 
dent was going to call on the president- 
elect, and consequently the rain came to 
greet him, just as it had come for his in- 
auguration, and for almost every public 
function in which he had since taken part, 
and that the “Cleveland weather” would 
set in later. ” 

Callers in the Morning. 

The president-elect and party passed a 
very restful night and arose about 8:30 
o'clock this morning thoroughly refreshed. 
Breakfast was served in their private din- 
ing room about 9:30 o’clock. The president 
and Mrs. Cleveland were joined by all the 
other members of the party, except Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson. In the meantime the senate 
committee, consisting of Messrs. Ransom, 
Teller and McPherson, had arrived, and 
were waiting in the rotunda of the hotel. 
They were joined by the members of the 
inauguration committee, and as soon as it 
was announced Mr. Cleveland would re

About 200 people were gathered 
on the portico and about the main entrance 
to the white house when the president-elect 
arrived there. The doors of the mansion 
were closed against the invasion of the gen- 
eral public until after the interview be- 
tween the president and Mr. Cleveland, so 
that the lobby was not crowded, and the 


latter had free ingress to the blue room, ’ 


where the exchange of courtesies took 
place. As Mr. Cleveland’s carriage 
was brought to a standstill under the por- 
tico of the main entrance, the crowd press- 
ed closer together in the direction of the 
vehicle, and as Mr. Cleveland alighted, 
followed by Mr. Thurber, a hearty cheer 
went up. Raising his hand deprecatingly, 
as if to stop this demonstration, the presi- 
dent-elect passed rapidly through the nar- 
row lane which the white house attendants 
managed to make in the pressing, enthusias- 
tic throng, and walked to the blue room, 
the official chamber of the president. 

Here Mr. Harrison stood to receive him, 
with Lieutenant John W. Parker, his naval 
aid, at his side. The two great men greeted 
each other cordially and exchan a few 
commonplaces. At the end of eight minutes 
Mr. Cleveland withdrew, after having ar- 
ranged that the president should at 
the Arlington to return the president-elect’s 
visit at half-past 12 o’clock. 

The Call Returned. 

Punctual to the minute President Harri- 
gon, according to arrangement, arrived at 
the Arlington hotel at half-past 12 o'clock, 
and went immediately to the apartments 
of the president-elect. He was accompanied 
by Private Secretary Halford and Lieuten- 
ant Parker, and was met at the private 
entrance to the hotel by Landlord Roes- 
sele.

BITRAVAGANCE OF REED'S CONGRESS 


Tied the Hands of the Economists 
in This, 


THE TREMENDOUS PENSIONS INCREASE 


Is Responsible for This State of Affairs. 
The Work of Senate and House 
in Théir Closing Hours. 


Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—At 
noon tomorrow the two houses of 
congress will be declared adjourned sine 
die by their respective presiding officers. 
Contrary to the expectations aud hopes of 
the republicans the house of representa- 
tives, with its.tremendous and unwieldy 
democratic majority, failed to make any 
werious error of which its political oppo- 
nents could take’advantage to recover their 
lost ground. That no such error was made 
was largely if not entirely due to the skill. 
of Speaker Crisp. No speaker of recent 
times had a more difficult task than he 
and none has performed it with greater 
advantage to his party and to his country 
and to his own credit. Some things which 
it would have been desirable to do had 
to be left unattempted because of the re- 
publican senate and a republican prest- 
dent. These two elements. of opposition 
were sufficient to block the way of any 
effective reform in desired directions. 
These, however, will come with the next 
congress, of which both branches will be 
democratic as well as the executive. 

In the matter of appropriations it has 
turned out as Senator Gorman predicted 
at the last session. He said then that 
with the laws the fifty-first or Reed con- 
gress had enacted in certain directions, 
and especially in the extension of the pen- 
sion laws, it would be impossible to reduce 
the appropriations materially below the 
anrount reached by that congress. It was 


in that congress that for the first time in ° 


the history of the country the appropria- 
tions reached a billion dollars. The appro- 
priations wil! reach that enormous figure 
at this session. 

Now let us see how this “billion dollar 
congress” came about. The term was first 
applied to the Reed congress. The regular 
appropriation bills and permanent annual 
appropriations of that congress fdéoted up 
$988,000,000 in round numbers. But there 
were certain other appropriations made 
where no specific sum was named, as for 
the refund of the direct tax and for back 
pay and bounty to emngoldiers, which 
swelled the actual total of money appro- 
priated to considerably more than a bil-

The fiftieth congress, the one which pre- 
ceded the Reed congress, and which was 
democratic, appropriated, in. round num- 
bers, $817,963,000, including nearly 
$30,000,000. which had come _. over 
from the forty-ninth. The Reed congress 
raised that in round numbers, $200,000,000 
arid enacted laws so that a democratic con- 
gress, bent on economy, found its hands 
tied. Contracts under continuing appro- 
priations absorb millions annually without 
there being any way of shutting them off 
short of downright repudiation. It is 
cheaper to go on and pay than to stop and 
repudiate, alld these are the only alterna- 
tives open to congress and to the people. 

The chief source of this tremendous in- 
crease in the expenses of the government, or 
in other words, of the burdens of the people, 
is to be found in the-pension laws enacted 
by the Reed congress. ‘lhe appropri~tions 
for the fiftieth congress were $163,517,400. 
For this congress they will not be less 
than $313,137,350. This is an increase of 
nearly $150,000,000, traceable directly to 
the legislation of the Reed congress. 

Going back to the year 1879, when the 
arrears of the pensions act went into effect, 
it is found that the pension expenditures 
were in round numbers $35,000,000. The 
next year under the operation of that act 
they jumped $20,000,000. They -ontinu- 
ed to w until in*1879 they passed the 
$80,000,000 mark. Then came Tanner, 
Raum and the Reed congress, and: they 

rang forward another $20,000,000, for 

$100,600,000 mark. 
They have now reached $160,000,000, and 
Raum confessed to a house committee 
that with campaign speed kept up in allow- 
ing new pensions and increases of old ones, 
it would Ae easy to reach an expenditure of 
more than $175,000,000 during the fiscal 
year of 1894. He intimated that he had 
slowed down on the campaign speed. The 
election being over; there was apparently 
on longer any “incentive to patriotic hurry. 

Here, then, in pension expenditures is 
the cause of the “billion dollar congress,” 
whether or not it proved this to be a “bil- 
lion dollar country :” : 

The Postoffice Appropriation Goes Through.

GODDARD THE GIANT 


Downed by the Little Dulfer from 
Denver. 


It TOOK ONLY EIGHTEEN ROUNDS 


To Determine Who Should Get the 
Purse of the Olympic. 


IT WAS WARD FIGHTING, THOUGH. 


Goddard Otten Falls from the Force of 
His Own Blows-—But Smith Was 
Too Much for Him, and Won. 


New Orleans, March 3.—Joe Goddard, 
the “Barrier Giant,” and Ed Smith, a Den- 
ver pugilist, met tonight in the arena cf 
tlie Olympic Club for a purse of $10,000, 
the loser to fake barely enough frum the 
purse to defray his training expenses. The 
mefi entered the ring at 9:30 o'clock, Ged- 
dard weighing 180 and Smith 160 pounds. 
Goddard at first objected to the gloves, 
claiming they were too small, but finally 
accepted them and time was called. Smith 
won in the eighteenth round. 

The battle was a terrific one and both 
men forced the fighting throughout. God- 
dard drew blood from Smith’s ear in the 
first round by a heavy blow on the neck. 
The gong saved both men at different times 
in the fight. By the fifteenth round both 
were badly winded and Goddard fell from 
the force of his own blows. 

In the eighteenth round Goddard pushed 
Smith to the ropes, but Smith in turn 
knocked Goddard down and when he rose 
Smith landed on Goddard’s jaw, knocking 
him down a second time. dard was 
pnable to rise and was counted out. Time 
of fight one hour and ten minutes. 

dard’s defeat was a surprise to mupy 
who have been watching his career. Since 
the match was arranged he has been busy 
with his training and no fighter ever tried 
harder to put himself in conditién than the 
Dutchman, for the result meant mora to 
him than the $10,000 purse. Upon the re- 
sult of the t depended the chances of 
mee Corbett in the ring, and 
one of Goddard’s greatest ambitious hal 
been a fight with Corbett. :

Goddard is an Australian. His last great 
Australian battle was fought before the 
Melbourne Athletic Club with,Ned Ryan, 
a clever heavy weight, in JamMtary, 1892, 
and four rounds sufficed to quiet his ORDO- 
nent. Last July he encountered Joe 
Auliffe before the Pacific Athletic Club.

The orator has it all _his 
own way; he does all the speaking. The 
actor is often most effective in his manner 
of living, as, for instance, Cassio when 
Othello is reproaching him, or Juliete when 
she is listening to Romeo’s outpour- 
ings of love. These differences extend 
through all arts. Imitation is not an art. 
All art that is good is suggestive, not imi- 
tative. And the actor, the just actor, is 
not an imitation. In fact, it is rarely that 
a good imitator makes a good actor. Again. 
genius and art are ftseparable. Art is 
the handmaid of genius and demands atten- 
tion from her mistress. The man of genius 
must learn his art or he can do nothine. 

In the middle of his discourse Mr. Jef- 
ferson recited the scene between the grave 
diggers in “Hamlet.” At the close of the 
lecture He recited an original poem_about 
Donnelly’s eryptogram and_the_ Bacon-

Jackson v. The State. Criminal law. As- 
sault to rape. Race difference. Charge of 
court.

1. Where a man under the excitement of 
lust, and with the intention of gratifying it 
by force, enters the bedroom of a virtuous wo- 
man at a late hour in the night and gets upon 
the bed in which she is ——- within reach 
of her person, for thie purpose of ravishing her, 
he commits: an assault upon her although he 
may not actually touch her, being prevented 
from se doiug by her outcry and by the inter- 
poition of an occupant of the adjoining room. 

2. Social ¢ustoms founded on race differences, 
and the fact that there was a difference of 
tace between the accused and the woman 
alleged to have been assaulted, may be .con- 
sidered by the jury upon the question of 
whether the assault was committed with in- 
tent to rape, the evidence showing that the 
room in which the woman was sleeping was 
entered late at night, and there being noth- 
ing to indicate that the entry was by permis- 
sion or due to any encourgement held out by 
her upon which’ to found a hope or expecta- 
tion of consent. 

3. The charge of the court complained of 
did not trench upon the province of the jury, 
and was free from substantial error.

The majority of those whose views 
the correspondent of The World succeed- 
éd in getting agreed that the movement 
of gold from the United States is due to 
the fact that Austria and Russia have 
been paying a premium on gold, the first 
to enable it to establish the gold standard, 
and the second to fortify itself in case of 
war, while both Krance and Germany 
have been strengthening their gold re 
serves—these last two powers following 


‘the suggestive example of Russia. 


The gentlemen interviewed intimate that 
the gold is taken from the United States 
rather than from England, because there

The next witness was Cora Howard, and

He futher said that it was a half-hour’s 
walk to where Redwine was. Mr. Owens’s 
Owns the house in which I live, but on 
ane occasion did he come to collect 
rent."’ 

pon cross-examination it was elicited 
from Cora Howard that there was nothing 
strange, remarkable, or even unusual about 
the visit of Owens, as he frequently came 
every day. 

“I didn’t see any papers that Redwine 
might have had,” she said, on being ques- 
tioned, “nor did I see any package.” es, 
Redwine had had ample opportunity to 
make way with any papers he might have 
had, or to have given them to his friends. 
A gentleman called about 5 o’clock and 
stayed some thirty minutes. Later in the 
evening a lady friend of Redwine’s went 
into the room where he was and stayed with 
him until 1 o'clock the next day, Wednes- 
dav,”” She testified that she did not dis- 
turb Redwine and his lady friend. 

“T knew that Mr. Owens used to be a 
detective,” said the witness, “and only gave 
Redwine up because I thought that I 
couldn't keep him hid any longer.

A Distinguished Jewish Divine Will Lecture 
in Atianta. 

Rev. L. Gravewski, a learned and honored 
Jewish divine of Jerusalem, Palestine, is in 
Atlanta on a charitable mission. He is a 
subject of Great Britain, haying been a res- 


ident of Liverpool, where he was a rabbi 


for ten years. 
Several years ago this gentleman deter-

Being 
well acquainted with both Europe and Amer- 
ica he volunteered his services to the central 
committee of United Charities, a combina- 
tion of many Hebrew charities of the Holy 
City under twelve trustees, with Chief Rab- 
bi Samuel Salant at the head of it.

tals in various parts of the Holy Land, 

uilds dwelling houses for the poor, also has 
opened a mechanical school in the Holy City 
where those who wish to learn a we Ol can 
do so. Mr. Gravewski has a letter from the 
Hon. 8. Merrill of Massachusetts, United 
States coneul at Jerusajem, introducing him 
and strongly fecommending the United Char- 
ities especially.

the work under Rabbi Salant. These gen- 
tlemen, together with the Hon. Henry Gil- 
man, ex-consul for the United States, fre- 
quently visit the different charities and 
gladly give them their assistance.

The police and detectives of New Orleans 
are trying to find a large sum of money 
which two swindling commission merchants 
are su posed. to have made away with. 
They thought that it had been sent or car- 
ried to Atlanta and have been trying in a 
haphazard way to find where it is if here. 

it was thought that perhaps a guest at 
the Kimball had $40,000 in her trunk and 
they talked about having a search made. 
Late Monday night she -was awakened and 
interviewed by a reporter. She denied that 
she had a cent of the money or even knew 
of the arrest of the parties, who are named 
Baker and Peterson. In New Orleans she 
was supposed to be the wife of Peterson. 
She was shrewd and talked very little about 
the company’s affairs. She appeared to be 
really ignorant of any crookedness on their 
part, but she was guarded, and did not give 
anything away. She went under the name 
of Mrs. Ward while here, and was very 
quiet in her movements. On being question- 
ed about the operations of the firm she 
said that it seemed to be doing a large and 
prosperous business. She went to the store 
occasionally and declared that she believed 
the business was straight, The firm seemed 
to be doing well to her eyes. 

The firm was really doing a gigantic 
swindling business. Drummers traveled the 
country and solicited produce. All the ship- 
ments received were sold for cash at prices 
much lower than the market. A hundred 
people were swindled out of sums running 
as high as $500. The men arranged to skip 
out on Saturday night or Sunday. They 
got off Sunday morning and were arrested 
at» Montgomery on a telegram from the au- 
thorities of New Orleans. One of the firm 
was to join Mrs. Ward here but neither 
one of the partners ever got this far. Mrs. 
Ward or Peterson, or whatever her name is, 
worried for two or three days and finally 
settled her bill at the hotel and departed 
for New York, she said. 

Peterson told a reporter in Montgomery 
that his wife is in Titusville, Fla., and Mrs. 
Ward may have gone there. 

The two swindlers have been returned to 
New Orleans. Only $2,500 was recovered. 
They will be held for cheating and swin- 
dling. 

They operated in Cincinnati and parkas 
other cities on the same lines.

If, on the other hand, the stocks are 
Mr. Fugazzi’ s, I will turn them over to him 
on the authority of Mr. Falve 

“Yes, it is true that Mr. Falvey did make 
a demand on me in the presence of Judge 
Landrum for the stocks, but I didn’t have 
them with me at the time; he wouldn’t have 
gotten them anyhow, for the reasons which 
I have stated.” 

What legal action Mr. Falvey will toke, 
if he tries at all to recover the bonds, is 
not known.
